to cotton and grain farm ing .

This week end sets the stage

The first real p inch comes in ou r 
transp ortatiin sy stem. 
In 19 14-18 America was 
chiefly 
p owered by horses and mu les, drag­ 
ging things mostly throu gh mu d or 
ov er rou gh roads on iron wheels. 
The p ower today , 19 42, is gaso­ 
line. The roads are dry and smooth. 
The wheels are on ru bber—bu t not 
for long. 
With millions of barrels of gaso­ 
line in storage 
and 
p rodu cing 
in 
Tex as—today Tex as p eop le—and in 
all states, p eop le are signnig u p for 
abou t 4 gallons of gas p er week, p er 
car, and it is going to be p retty hard 
to get more than that mu ch. 
This all means, almost transp or­ 
tation stagnation. It 
is 
going 
to 
p inch and p inch to hu rt. Leather will 
be u sed till shoes are rationed. 
The p inch that makes most Amer­ 
icans fu riou s is “confu sion” . . . . 
It is not needed p riv ations that the 
p eop le mind. It is hearing one thing 
one day and reading something dif­ 
ferent the nex t. 
It is inconceiv eable that 
gasoline 
will be denied for u seages not 
in 
au tomobiles. The rationing certain­ 
ly is to stretch ou t the ru bber life 
of tires. The only p roblem, it seems 
wou ld be whether one who 
needs 
gasoline for something else, 
might 
tu rn it into an au to tank. There are 
hu ndreds of needs for gasoline other 
than cars, and here’s gu essing there 
is going to be a lot of good ex cu ses 
gru mbling abou t gas. Fou r 
or 
fiv e 
gallons will soon bu rn u p in essen­ 
tial ev ery day needs. 
Somebody 
is 
going to start walking and observ e 
some other gu y whizzing by bu rning 
gas that he thinks shou ld be allowed 
to him and not so mu ch to the other 
fellow. So the p inch will p inch. 
There will be v ery few Americans 
who will object to any kind of p inch­ 
ing becau se of war if they 
hav « 
some assu rances that what they mu st 
sacrifice is essential or is being u sed 
by the boy s at the front. The 
main 
p oint is to be p atient and follow and 
keep on doing in the most p atriotic 
manner.

We are aware of th e fact th at many 
states in th e Union do not requ ire 
a poll tax , and too, we are aware of 
th e fact th at many states h av e sent 
isolationists to Wash ington wh o h av e 
h ampered th e war effort to su ch an 
ex tent th at many a boy h as giv en h is 
life already , all becau se some 
of 
th ose representativ es blocked ev ery 
mov e and ev ery bill to fortify 
th e 
Pacific ou tposts and we need people 
for v oters wh o are interested enou gh 
in th eir gov ernment to pay th e poll 
tax , and wh en y ou look abou t y ou 
y ou will likely find th at th e folks 
wh o h oller abou t th e poll tax nev er 
contribu ted mu ch to th e commu nity 
in wh ich th ey liv e.

P resident C. B. Holden and eigh­ 
te e n m embers of 
the 
Avoca 
4-H 
Club with Ja m e s M. Binion, E x te n ­ 
sion Agent of Texas A. & M. Col­ 
lege, visited the Ben T. Ray farm 
on Route 3, Stamford, on th e a f t e r ­ 
noon of Nov. l f 1 f o r the purpose of 
jud g in g dairy cattle and for general 
observations. 
The 
visiting 
group 
found th a t Mr. Ray has a well di­ 
versified farm. 
He farm s 316 acres of land and 
plants only enough cotton to m eet 
AAA quotas. The rest of the land is 
planted to feed crops and none of 
the 
feed has been sold from 
the 
farm in years. All of it is fed to live 
stock and poultry. At the present 
time Mr. Ray has 17 dairy cows, 40 
beef cattle, 250 laying 
hens 
and 
enough hogs fo r the home supply. 
Last y ear he fed IOO head of cattle 
on his farm. 
Mr. Ray said that livestock f a r m ­ 
ing 
is 
interesting, m a in tain s 
soil 
fertility, gives a better distribution 
of labor through the year, is more 
profitable and he much prefers 
it 1 
to cotton 
and grain farm in g . 
Mr. 
Ray knows th at lean crop years will 
come and as a safeg u ard he puts his 
surplus feed in trench silos. He has 
four silos filled with feed, 
one 
of 
them 180 feet long, th at he has ac­ 
cum ulated during 
the 
past 
four 
years. 
T erraces were constructed on the 
farm eight years ago and Mr. 
Ray 
pointed out one field where a ditch 
so deep that 
farm in g 
equipm ent 
could not cross it at that time, pro­ 
duced feed a t the rate of two tons 
per acre this year.

Mr. Ray’s farm is 
s t u d d t m ^ w i t h 
m odern 
farm 
buildings and 
equip­ 
m ent and he finds time fo r re c re a ­ 
tion exemplified by two
